London, December 14.—David Liloyd- 
George, the British prime minister, to- 
night, before the Benchers of the Grey’s 
Inn, pronounced his latest word in the 
new phase of the peace discussion which 
was launched by the Marquis of Lans- 
downe’s recent notable letter. Former 
Prémier Asquith had followed the Mar- 
quis. of Lansdowne with an utterance — 
which coupled the policy of the marquis = 
with that of President Wilson and ; 
found agreement between the twa 

The premier’s statement of his plat- 
form had been waited with great ex- 
pectation and heralded by eager discus- 
sion. He indorsed President Wilson, but 
found no common ground in the paths 
of President Wilson and the Marquis of 
Lansdowne toward peace. 


With Painful Amazement. 


It was with “painful amazement,” the 
premier said, that he had read the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne’s letter. He declared 
the danger to the country was not from 
the very active minority of extreme 
pacifists, but from “men who think 
there is a half-way house between yvic- 
tory and defeat.” The premier gave 
warning against making terms with the 
“triumphant outlaw” and against 
“peace overtures to Prussia at the mo- 
ment when the Prussian military spirit 
is drunk with boastfuiness.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George said he saw ne 
prospect for world safety in a league 
of peace in which the criminal was 
stronger than the law. He saw the 
critical stage of the war at the time 
when Germany is straining to strike be- 
tween the withdrawal] of the Russians 
and the entrance of the American 
democracy, and said the destiny of the 
world depended on what Great Britain 
and America could accomplish in ship- 
building during the next year. 

The speech was generally more re- 
strained than Mr. Liloyd-George’s utter- 
ances usually are. The premier wae 
silent as regards a new and specific 
statement of war aims-which the Mar-

BITTER FIGHTING 
RAGED FOR HOURS 
NEAR BULLECOURT 


London, December 14.—Bitter fighting 
was in progress almost the entire day 
Wednesday east of Bullecourt, where 
the Bavarians attacked British posi- 
tions, according to a Reuter dispatch 
from British headquarters in France. As 
a result of the attack the enemy re- 
mained in possession of some ground he 
had taken early in the assault. 

“But to 6ay that he is holding our 
trenches,” the Reuter correspondent 
adds, “is incorrect, simply because there 
are no trenches where his new bit of 
front now runs. He has been digging 
violently, under a ceaseless harassing 
fire, to try to convert the shell holes 
and traverses into some sort of cover, 
but the value of the gain to him is 
about on a par with the significance of 
its loss to us. In other words, the 
trifling readjustment of territory sim- 
ply does not matter. 

‘We took only a handful of prisoners 
because, in the close grip of a struggle 
of this character, it is usually a fight to 
the finish. ks with prisoners give 
the idea that an attack of considerable 
magnitude was designed, but the 
promptness and intensity of our Dar- 
rage prevented its development. 

“There was expectation that a fur- 
ther attack had been planned for this 
morning (Thursday) and shortly before 
dawn a tremendous . bombardment 
blazed up, but our guns immediately 
thundered back their reply, and no in- 
fantry action followed.” 


BRITISH IMPROVE 
THEIR POSITIONS. 


London, December 14.—“Our troops 
improved their position pay east of 
Bullecourt as a result of the bomb 
fighting in that locality reported in last 
night’s communique,” says today’s offi- 
cial statement, 

“The enemy raided one of our posts 
last night south of Pronville. A few 
of our men are missing. On the re- 
mainder of the front there was nothing 
of special interest during the night.” 

The Germans succeeded in entering a 
British first-line trench on a front of 
about 300 yards at one point on the 
Ypres front in Flanders, tonight’s offi- 
cial statement said. The enemy’s in- 
fantry attacks were repulsed elsewhere 
on that sector. On .the Cambrai front 
the hostile ‘artillery developed great 
activity east af Bullecourt. The text 
of the communication follows: | 

“There was local fighting this morn- 
ing southeast of Polygon wood, where 
shortly before dawn the enemy attacked 
our positions in the neighborhood of 
Polderhoek chateau. The attack was 
repulsed except at one point, where the 
enemy succeeded in entering our front- 
line trench on a front of about 300 
yards. 

“The hostile artillery developed great 
activity this afternoon east of Bulle- 
court. There also has been consider- 
able artillery activity on both sides 
during the day between the Scarpe. 
valley and Gavrelle.” 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
REPORTED VIOLENT. * 


Paris, December 14.—Heavy artillery 
fighting occurred last night in the 
Champagne, the war office announces. 

The communication follows: 

“There were violent artillery actions 
in the region of Maisons de am- 
pagne. East of the Suipes and in AI- 
sace, southwest of Cernay, we raided 
enemy trenches successfully. 

“On the remainder of the front there 
is nothing to report.” 

The statement issued tonight by the 
war office said: 

“On the western front a moderate 
artillery activity was reported today. 
There was no infantry action. .« 

“Army of the Mast, December 18: On 
the eastern section of the front calm 
prevailed. In the Cerna bend and on 
the right bank of the river the enemy, 
after a bombardment of all our posi- 
tions, carried out several local attacks 
which failed.

tee. He asserted that raw sugar from 
Cuba was passing through New York 
for Canada, where refiners are permit- 
ted to' pay higher prices. 
- “The world supply is approximately 
the same as in former years,” said Mr. 
Spreckels. “The available supply of the 
United States is the same. There is no 
shortage of sugar in this country, ex- 
cept in spots. The United States has 
ample today, but not in the eastern 
Atlantic states.” 

Mr, Spreckels, who said hie refinery 
was closed because of lack of sup- 
Plies, also charged that Earl A. Babst, 
president of the American Sugar Re- 
fining company, and George M. Rolph, 
general manager of the California-Ha- 
walian Sugar Refining. company, in 
their positions as agents of the food 
administration, had been unduly active 
in getting raw supplies for the Ameri- 
can company. Mr. Bapst is chairman 
of the international sugar committee, 
@reated by- the administration, which 
fixed the price to be paid fot raw sugar 
coming from outside the United States 
or its territories at $6.90 a hundred. 
Mr. Rolph is head of the food admin- 
igstration’s sugar division and a mem- 
ber of the international committee. 

Turned Down by Hoover. 

When his supply was getting low in 
October, Mr.‘Spreckels testified, he 
asked Food Administrator Hoover that 
he be allowed to pay more than $6.90 
for Cuban sugar.

He said he appealed to Mr. Rolph to 
allow some of this to come east tv 
keep eastern refiners going, but was 
informed it was necessary to keep the 
supply in the west until the new Ha- 
waiian crop came in. 


American Company Favored. 


In support of his charge that Messrs. 
Rolph and Babst favored the American 
company, Mr. Spreckels related an in- 
cident that brought out how two com- 
panies operating chain retail stores 
recently had sugar when none was to 
be procured at many stores. 

He said A. Lamhorn & Co., 
of New York, sugar brokers, contract- 
ed for two cargoes of Cuban raw sugar 
for delivery at New York and offered 
it. to the international sugar commit- 
tee in October at $6.90 a hundred 
pounds, but the committee declined to 
buy without giving a reason. 

Lamborn came to him soon after- 
ward, Mr. Spreckels said, for means to 
further finance the deal; and told him 
that within 15 minutes after the com- 
mittee had declined the sugar a buyer 
for the American had offered him $6.65 
or 

Buyers for the chain store companies 
heard of the situation, purchased the 
sugar for $7.15, and with the permis- 
sion of the food administrator, had it 
refined by the Federal and Warner 
Refining company for $1.30 a hundred. 

The witness said the retail price of 
$7.25 for granulated sugar at seaports 
works a hardship because his company 
manufactures practically nothing but 
granulated and brown, whereas’ the 
American company specializes in gran- 
ulated handled in /shapes, for which 
prices are not fixed. 

Several witnesses have been sum- 
moned by the committe, including A.

MONARCHY WANTED 
BY THE BOLSHEVIKI. 


London, December 14.—The real aim 
of the Bolsheviki is a monarchy, at 
least, and possibly a despotism, in the 
opinion of the Petrograd correspond- 
ent of The Post. He wires that for 
more than a month the Bolsheviki have 
been openly errs public opinion 
for afceptance of what, he says, after 
all, is the only fit form of 
for Russia. 

It is this design of the Bolsheviki, 
the correspondent asserts, which is the 
secreof their antagonism to the so- 
cial evolutionists, social democrats 
and constitutional democrats, all of 
whom were formidable enemies of the 
old regime. Active propaganda has 
long been carried on under cover on 
behalf of the Romanoff family, he says 
and this propaganda incidentally turned 
the Russians against England, which 
is reported to have desired the over- 
throw of the autocracy. 

The Bolsheviki will in one way or 
another re-establish the throne, and 
possibly re-erect the despotism, the 
correspondent adds. “The populace a}- 
ready is half won over to this, by 
methods which are well understood by 
those who know Russia.” 

After saying that space prevents de- 
tailing the subterranean propaganda 
the writer refers vaguely to the “un- 
precedented and unfortunate division in 
the Romanoff family,” which he says 
makes it impossible to judge the pre- 
cise solution of the problem those be- 
hind the Bolsheviki eventually will 
reach. The popular rumor at present, 
he adds, is that the former Russian heir 
to the throne, Grand Duke Alexis, will 
be made emperor under the German 
aegis.

BARRED FIGHTING LINE 


‘Washington Transferring Sol- 
diers of German or Austro- 
Hungarian Birth. 


Washington, December 14, — First 
steps to place soldiers of German or 
Austro-Hungarian birth or extraction 
at duty apart from the actual fighting 
forces appears in today’s army orders. 

Orders show the transfer of nearly a 
hundred enlisted men of the regular or 
national army to duty to the discipli- 
nary barracks guard at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan. The list contains hardly 
a name that does not appear to be of 
German, Austrian or Hungarian origin. 
There are several non-commissioned 
officers, including Sergeant Martin A. 
Stolz, of the quartermaster corps at 
Fort Nebraska. All will be privates in 
the barracks guard. 

Most of the transfers are from na- 
tional army units at Camp Dix, 
Wrightstown, N. J. Some come from 
Fort Sam Houston, from El Paso, from 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, from Camp 
Meade and from Camp Taylor. 

Three men come from the American 
expeditionary forces in France, and in 
other cases it is evident that men were 
withdrawn from recruits about to sail

NO TEUTONS ON THE IMO 
WHENIT HIT MONT BLANC 


Second Officer of Imo Testifies 
in Regard to Halifax 
Catastrophe. 


Halifax, N. 8S., December 14.—There 
were no Germans or Austrians aboard 
the Imo when it collided with the Mont 
Blanc, Alex B. Bjorssen, second officer 
of the Imo, testified at today’s session 
of the government inquiry. So far as 
he knew, the captain and pilot were 
both on the bridge of the ship until 
after the collision, he st&ted. He had 
noticed no change in the Imo’s course 
prior to the collision. Twenty minutes 


elapsed, he said, before the explosion 
occurred. 

Bjorssen said he did not know the 
Mont Blanc was carrying munitions, 
and he recalled that while he was be- 
low after the collision he overheard 
Third Officer Jonnas say the French 
ship could not be carrying munitions 
or she would be flying a red flag. 
Bjorssen stated that if the Imo had not 
gone astern the French ship would 
have rammed her near the stern on the 
port side. He said the Mont Blanc 
changed her course after the three 
blasts on the whietle, swinging over 
to the Halifax side of. the channel. 

Edward McCrossan, seaman, who 
was the nearest eye-witness of the 
explosion from his position on a 
steamer in the harbor, said the Imo 
struck the Mont Blanc near her number 
one hatch. Less than a minute later 
McCrossan said, he saw smoke rising 
from the deck of the Frenchman. As 
the two vessels drifted apart, Mc- 
Crossan noticed a tiny flame on the 
munitions ship, just at the water's 
edge. From where he was the flame 
did* not seem to be more than a couple 
of inches in extent, but fit grew larger 
and larger as the Mont Blanc drifted 
in toward the pier where she blew up.

TO STRIKE AS ONE 
AGAINST GERMANY 


Been Created for Purpose 
of Co-ordinating All Naval 


Operations. 


Washington, December 14.—Creation 
of an allied naval council to co-ordi- 
nate the naval operations of all the 
nations at war with the ‘central pow- 
ers was announced tonight in e cable- 
gram to the navy department from Ad- 
miral Benson, at Paris. 

Members of the council, established 
in accordance with the plans of the 
inter-allied conference, will report to 
their respective governments with reo- 
ommendations for action. 

The counci] will be composed of the 
minister of marine and chief of naval 
staff of each country, in the case of the 
United States, Secretary Daniels and 
Admiral Benson. As the meetings must 
be held in Europe, flag officers desig- 
nated by their governments will rep- 
resent the members from both the 
United States and Japan. 

Admiral Benson’s Message 

Admiral Benson’s message was made 
public by Secretary Daniels tonight. 
It follows: 


“The conference held at the minfstry 
of marine at Paris on Thursday and 
Friday, 29th and 30th of November, pre- 
sided over by Monsieur Leygues, min- 
ister of marine, and the following dele- 


gates being present: .

“ ‘For Japan, Read Admiral Funa- 

oshi. 

“It has been decided to create a na- 
val allied council in order to insure 
the closest touch and complete wa. # 
eration between the allied fleets. a 
task of the council will be to watch 
over the general conduct of the naval 
war and to ensure the co-ordination 
of effort at sea as well as the develop- 
ment of all scientific operations con- 
nected with the conduct of the war. 

Council te Make Recommendations, 

“The council will make all the neces- 
sary recommendations to enable the 

overnment to make decisions. It will 
Gas itself informed as to the execu- 
tion of plans decided upon. The mem- 
bers of the council will report to their 
respective government as may be 
necessary. The individual responsi- 
bility of the chiefs of staff, and of 
the commander-in-chief at sea, toward 
their governments as regards opera- 
tions, and as well as the strategical and 
tactical disposition of the forces placed 
under their command remains un- 
changed. 

“It has been decided that the council 
should consist of-the ministers of ma- 
rine of the nations represented and of 
the chiefs of the naval staff. As the 
meeting of the council will be held in 
Europe and chiefs of the general na- 
val staffs of the United States and Ja- 
pan will be represented by flag officers 
nominated by their respective govern- 
ments, the allied naval council will be 
provided with a permanent secretarie 
d’etat, whose business it will be to 
collect and collate aH necessary infor- 
mation, etc. 

“The council will meet as 
may be thought necessary under the 
presidency of the minister of marine 
of the country in which the meetin 
is held.

Impression Grows He Will 


Announce Decision Mon- 
day — Federal Director Is 
Being Considered. | 


Washington, December 14.—Without 
any reason for it apparent on the sur- 
face, the impression grew today that 
President Wilson will settle the ques- 
tion of how the government is to deal 
with the railroad problem about Mon- 
day. 

The president is still deliberating 
over the various proposals that have 
been put before him—the government 
or suspension of anti-pooling laws Al- 
ternatives of the interstate commerce 
commission, the plan for naming a fed- 
eral administrator to direct operations 
by the present railroad managements, 
and the confident assertion of the rail- 
road war board that the lines can han- 
dle the situation themselves with cer- 
tain changes in government policy. 

In considering the appointment of a 
federal administrator or director, it is 
understood the president is occupied 
chiefly with the question of who the 
man should be. Several] names already 
have been discussed at the capitol and 
in railroad circles, without, however, 
any indication that the president ac- 
tually is preparing to select one of 
them. First on the list Has been Sec- 
retary Lana whose knowledge of rail- 
road questions is well known, because 
of his service on the interstate com- 
merce commission: Associate Justice 
Brandeis, of the supreme court, has 


}been mentioned, and the visit of for- 


mer Justice Charles E. Hughes to the 
white house a few days ago added him 
to the group. Today the name of Sec- 
retary McAdoo was brought out and 
the president was said to be weighing 
the question whether the head of the 
treasury department could be spared 
from the tremendous task of handling 
the nation’s war financing. 

Senator Newlands, chairman of the 
senate interstate commerce committee 
and of the joint congressional trans- 
portation committee, referred in a 
speech in the senate during the day to 
the possibility of government aid in 
financing the railroads.

President Wilson, in his recent historic 
message to congress, made.a.timely appeal 
for conservation of the country’s cash, It. 
would have been timely enough under nor- 
mal conditions; but it is infinitely more so 
now when, in place of millions appropriated 
for expenditure through the sundry channels 
of government in normal. times, billions are 
being -disbursed now, and the expenditures 
probably will continue to grow larger, in- 
stead of diminisning, so long as the war 
lasts. 

“And I beg,” said the president— . 
“that the members of the house of 
representatives will permit me to ex- 
press the opinion that it will be im- 
possible to deal in any way but a very 
wasteful and extravagant fashion with 
the enormous appropriations of the 
public moneys which must continue to 
be made, if the war is to be properly 
sustained, unless the house will con- 
‘sent to return to its former practice 
of initiating and preparing all appro- 
priation bills through a single com- 
mittee, in order that responsibility may 
be.centered, expenditures standardized 
anad made uniform, and waste and 
duplication as much as _ possible 
avoided.”

Dr. Godfrey, who is president of Brexel 
institute, said that investigation revealed 
the fact that a regrettably large number of 
American students in higher educational in- 
stitutions were, in anticipation of being 
drafted, leaving school to volunteer for 


| service in the presumption that they would 


“fare better” as volunteers than as selected 
men. 

Undoubtedly it is a fine spirit of patriot- 
ism that moves such volunteers; and un- 
doubtedly, too, they are honest in feeling 
that they can better serve their country ina 
branch of the service that is of their own 
election and’ choice than they could if 
eventually they should be called to a depart- 
ment of service that is not to their liking. 

But the industrious, conscientious and 
patriotic undergraduate’s place is right 
where he is. There, in the class room and 


serve his country; and there is where he 
should remain until he shall have fitted him- 
self for a form of service that requires spe- 
cial training and technical skill. 

If the war lasts until then the seanten 
are he will be needed in uniform or in the 
industries upon which the successful prose- 
cution of the war depends. If, happily, not, 
then thére will be a hundred places in which 
for him to serve in the inevitably tremendous 
work of reconstructing and readjusting the 
world.

But there is no use mincing words about it, 
The inventors of chlorine and mustard 
will invent other gases to demand new p 
tection. Since the day of that first horrible 
gas surprise, England has been forced to 
adopt the use of gas or go under. 

America, too, 
in large measure to supply the winning 
factors in this war, will sooner or later find 
it necessary .to beat the Germans at their 
own chosen mode of war—war with poison 


gases. 
German Chemists Busy. 

I have before me, as this is being written, 
statistics of four German firms who, in 1910, 
employed 248 analytical chemists in their 
laboratories. In December, 1916, the same 
four firms were employing 769 chemists, and 
all of them were on government “work.” 

I know of eighteen chemists who were 
brought from Stockholm in October and put 
to work in Essen. I know of a body of six- 
teen Swiss chemists who had handsome offers 
to accept positions in German laboratories, 
but whoa refused. J] know of two German 
univergities who have turned their staffs 
of instructors and professors in chemistry en- 
tirely over to the government. 

Can America show any figures like these? 
American universities placing their 
store of chemical knowledge at the govern- 
ment’s disposal? Are American firms, than 
which ‘mone have a greater reputation in 
Europe for inventive genius, turning their 
great facilities over to the war department? 
Is America doing ite utmost in devising new 
chemical horrors with which to defeat Ger- 
many? 

For, however unpalatable the reflection 
may be, this has become a war of the most 
devilish devices, and whatever may _be 
America’s man-power and moneéy-power, it 
is the side that is most prolific in the pro- 
duttion of these new horrors of war which 
in the end will win.

In the case of a pubeline baby fhist may 
be due to insufficient milk or $e mall, of a 
poor quality. 

In a baby that is adaseed there are 
naturally no evidences of indigestion, yet a 
failure to increase a few ounces. in weight 
each week, or, what is worse, an -actual 
loss of weight. 

A suggestive symptom of underfeeding is 
marked constipation, In a breast fed. baby 
constant constipation usually signifies un- 
derfeeding, provided the baby has-not. been 
habituated to castor oil or rectal dnipehiens 
or suppositories. - 

An underfed baby is generally “good,” 
perhaps ‘too good,” sometimes to the degree 
of listlessness_or apathy. After time the 
baby becomes pale, weak, cool to the touch, 
emaciated, with soft, sunken abdomen,. de- 
pressed fontanelle (soft spot in skull). . 

Excessive crying, despite the popular be- 
lief, is seldom a symptom of underfeeding, 
but rather of overfeeding. 

In an underfed baby the stools are likely . 
to be greenish-brown and slimy (gxcogaive 
amount of mucus present). 

Babies cheated out of their birthright and 
raised on such Mmadequate ard unnatural 
things ‘as various forms of milk that come 
in powder form, may be excessively fat 
(owing to the great excess of sugars in such 
foods), yet badly nourished (owing to the 
absence of a reasonable proportion of live 


fat). Live milk fat (that fe, the cream in 
milk which has not been sterilizéd Gr pas- 
teurized) contains an indispensable eon- 
stituent of a normal diet, namely, vitamine. 
Vitamine is a crystalline ee ‘soluble 
in fat or in water, which the animal body 
must have in order to perform its funetions 
normally. Food which does not supply this 
vital principle cannot p party nourish ‘the 
body for any consideta time—scurvy,

THE FIRE in the early morning of Dickrmbie 14th destroyed forty per cent of the ca- 
pacity of the electric light and power sub-station on Alabama street. The entire electric 
hght and power service of the central business district of Atlanta is dependent upon the 
operation of this sub-station, including the lighting of the streets, the stores, the hotels, the 
places of amusement, the office buildings, and the power for operating the elevators, the 
manufacturing establishments, and other motor uses. The district affected is bounded on 
the north by Baker street, on the south by Trinity avenue, on the east by Ivy street and 
Central avenue, and on the west by Spring street and the Central railroad. 

In order that any electric light or power service 
may continue to be supplied in this territory, it is 
absolutely essential that all customers of the Com- 
pany in the territory named shall reduce their nor- 
mal consumption by at least forty per cent. and 
imperative that this should done between the 


hours of four and eight P. M. each day. 


The remaining apparatus in the sub-station can 
carry only a limited load. If th: customers insist on 
their normal use, it will overload the remaining ap- 
paratus to such an extent as to destroy its use. 

The street white-way lights will not be lighted, beginning December 14th. 

Electric light and power service outside the downtown business district is not affected. 
Street railway service is not affected.

When 
the woman came into the room again, 
Elisha asked her if that was true, and 
she told him it was, and he said to her, 
“Well, this time next year, you will 
have a child.” 

And she looked at him and laughed 
and said, “I am old and it has ceased 
with me, after the manner of women.” 

He lied: “But with God, nothing 
is Smeeaaatate. You will be a mother 
this time next year.” 

You know there are homes today 
where the adventéof one or two or pos- 
sibly three children is regarded as a 
eurse rather than a blessing, and I 
may be talking to those tonight to 
aon God in His wisdom has denied 
the honor of motherhood; to one who 
shrinks from maternity, not that it 
might jeopardize her life, simply be- 
cause she loves ease and fashion and 
society, because she loves travel. I 
think one of the most infamous, per- 
nicious laws ever attempted to be put 
on the statute books, was when they 
tried to put a birth control law on the 
statute books at Albany.

The average length of life there under 
those circumstances is seven years.

Then the girls go to 
the human scrap pile. Most of them 
keep themselves under the influence of 
whisky or dope, for if they did not, 
they couldn't live that life, hearing 
nothing but blasphemy and damnation 
all the way through. 

Now then, the ranks of fallen women 
must be kept full. A hundred thousand 
of them die, hence last year there were 
60,000 girls in this country ruined, 
5.000 every month, 178 every day, in 
this country where we wave the Stars 
and Stripes and stamp on the coins “In 
God We Trust!” The panderers have 
gotten so bad that the government has 
gone to work to fight against it.

Washington, December 14.—The Dill 
by Senator Shields for development of 
water power projects on navigable 
streams, which failed in a conference 
deadlock during the last congress, was 
passed today by the senate virtually in 
the same form, and after but two days 
peffunctory discussion. It now goes to 
the house. 

Water power legislation is now be- | 
ing considered by the house public lands 
committee, which is understood to be 
negotiating an agreement to harmonize 
differences which caused failure of the 
legislation a year ago. 

assage of the Shields bill by the 
senate, 46 to 18, was the first step in 
disposing of natural resource develop- 
ment legislation before the holidays, as 
recommended by the president in his 
recen® address. Under the measure, 
water power development on navigable 
streams would be under control ef the 
war department. A system of 60-year 
permits is provided to encourage pri- 
vate concerns to make expenditures for 
dams on navigable streams for devel- 
opment purposes. 

In announcing that all provisions for 
the opening of naval reserve land in 
California and Wyoming will be ex- 
cluded from the bill for leasing oil 
lands, Senator Pittman, in charge of 
the measure, said this decision resulted 
from opposition to the section by the 
navy department and a number of sen- 
ators. 

The demands for oil are increasing so 
rapidly, Senator Pittman said, that es- 
timates of the possible shortage unless 
additional fields are opened are beyond 
imagination. Because of this condition, 
he added, many senators have set aside 
their personal views regarding public 
lands in order to permit enactment of 
— legislation to relieve the situa~ 
tion.

GARFIELD BLAMES 


ROADS FOR SHORTAGE. 

New York, December 14.—The coal 
supply of the country is ample, “if we 
could but solve the problem of trans- 
portation,” Dr. Harry A. Garfield, 
United States fuel administrator, de- 
clared in an address tonight at the an- 
nual meéting of the Academy of.Polit- 
ical Science. Lack of united action on 
the part of the railroads, separate ad- 
ministrative and divided authority add- 
ed to the difficulty, he asserted. 

“We are suppiying more coal to Can- 
ada than ever before,” Dr. Garfield 
said, “but, in spite of this fact and the 
further fact that our demand is larger 
than ever before, the supply is ample 
if we could. but solve the problem of 
transportation. 

“When you stop to consider that from 
30 to 35 per cent.of the freight carried 
by the railroads in the past has been 
coal, you will understand the present 
condition. The call for other commodi- 
ties has~«sét coal on the siding, so to 
speak, and it is a fact that since August 
25 20,000,000 tons of coal have been de- 
layed because of lack of cars. At pres- 
ent it is more-important that food prod- 
ucts shall take precedence, and we find’ 
ourselves in a situation inadequate to

“Another difficulty is that there is 
no united action on the part of the 
railroads because of separate terminals, 
separate administrations and divided 
authority. Now that you know what 
the fuel administration, authorized by 
the federal government, means, we ex- 
pect every man and woman in New 
York will notify this department of 
conditions as — find them. 

“We are not ashamed of making mis- 
takes, and out of the turmoil will come 
good order. In spite of the fact that 
winter is upon us and distress exists, 
just at a time when the supply of coal 
is commencing to move, I feel sure we 
will be abie to solve this great ques- 
tion of fuel administration.” 


RAPLWAY TRAFFIC 
BADLY CRIPPLED. 


Philadelphia, December 14.—Rail- 
road and street car traffic throughout 
the state was badly crippled by the 
sleet, rain and snow of last night’s 
storm followed by freezing tempera- 
tures. Telegraph and telephone wires 
are reported down all along the path 
of the storm, while in the coal regions 
the snow was s0 heavy that through 
trains were stalled for hours. It was 
feared here today that the coal short- 
age would be aggravated because hun- 
dreds of coal cars are held up by 
frozen switches. 


15,000 MINERS 
RENDERED IDLE. 


Shamokin, Pa., December 14.—Fif- 
teen thousand miners in the Shamokin 
anthracite district were idle today as 
a result of last night’s blizzard. Rail- 
road sidings into collieries are under 
snow drifts ranging from three to 
seven feet in depth, closing in whole 
trainloads of coal mined Thursday. No 
freight or coal trains were being 
moved today. 


SITUATION ACUTE 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


-Anderson, S. C., December 14.—Char- 
acterizing the coal situation in the 
state as most acute,,Fuel Administra- 
tor Gossett today issued a call upon 
all colleges, schools and other institu- 
tions of learning to suspend two weeks 
or more if practicable during Christ- 
mas holidays.

He 
points out that Great Britain can ex- 
tend conscription to dreland and raisé 
the age limit for service to’ 50 years, 
comb the industries and send youths of 
18 to the front. 

By the vigorous application of all 
these means, in his view, the allies can 
“carry on” until the Americans arrive 
in force. -_He recognizes, however, that 
“contentious legislation” must be faced 
to enable such an application of effort. 

The combined strength of the allies 
on the western front, the writer con- 
tends, is inadequate to promise victory 
in an ambitious offensive. He urges 
the reconsideration of ideas upon dis- 
tant operations, instancing Saloniki 
where, he says, there are enough men 
to turn the scales in France. 

“It avails us nothing,” adds the writ- 
er, “to occupy Jerusalem or Bagdad 
if we are ‘unsuccessful in the- main 
theater.”
